Frenchmen are not wanted, nor 
can they serve as Frenchmen in 
the Foreign Legion. They may join 
it, however, by securing permission 
through special authority and by 
forfeiting their rights to nationality.

TRY HERBS IN A 
WINDOW BOX FOR 
GARDENING FUN 


Take hope, you apartm ent dwel­ 
lers. 
You can still satisfy that spring 
urge to plant a garden. 
Inside the 
four w’alls of your apartm ent you 
can have most of the fun and 
enough of the troubles of a big- 
space gardener. 
You can grow a 
surprising variety of flowers, but if 
you’re cramped for space, or w'ant 
to be different — * 
Plant herbs. 
A table fork will do nicely in place 
of a hoe. Try a w’ater-glass instead 
of a hose. 
Or if you must have 
atmosphere you can buy a miniature 
watering can, and a little wire 
scratcher with prongs three inches 
long to do your cultivating. 
Get a box to fit your window. A 
south window is preferred, but an 
east or w’est exposure will do. 
The box should 
have a double 
bottom, with holes in the uppermost 
bottom layer to let the w’ater chain 
through. The lower bottom catchy 
the w’ater. 
Most any size will work so long 
as it ALS your window sill, but six 
by tw’elve inches would be the small­ 
est useful box. 
Eight by twenty- 
eight 
inches is a good size. 
Six 
inches is deep enough m any case. 
Soil Is Im portant 
Then choose your soil carefully. 
Department of Agriculture herb men 
say it’s most important. 
What florists call “potting soil” 
is the easiest answer because it 
comes ready-made 
with the right 
ingredients. 
To mix your owrn soil 
use two parts of garden loam, one 
part well-rotted stable manure, one 
part sand. If you buy dried manure 


at a seed store use just half as much 
of it. Peat moss rubbed fine through 
a screen is a good sand substitute. 
The moss helps hold moisture. 
You’ll have better luck buying 
herb plants than growing them from 
seed. 
Best sizes come two to two 
and one-half inches tall. 
They’re 
frequently sold in pots or paper con­ 
tainers about tw’o inches across. 
When you put them in your win­ 
dow' box give them room to grow. 
Four or five plants six inches apart 
is usually enough for one box. 
Many 
herbs grow eight to ten 
inches high and six to eight incites 
across. 
Last Long While 
And they bloom. The thyme pro­ 
duces clusters of a lush bluish pink 
flower, 
small 
and 
sweet-scented. 
The chive has a purple bloom, the 
basil a light green flower. 
Sweet 
majoran, summer savory and pars­ 
ley also grow in indoor boxes. 
They’ll last a long time ii you 
can pull them through the sum­ 
mer. W'hen the plants begin to look 
ragged trim them back and let new 
growth start. Dry the tops you cut 
off, for seasoning — th at’s what 
herbs were intended for anyway. 
As the different varieties bloom 
trim them back about the time the 
blossoms begin to fade. 
Ordinarily 
it’s best to cut them half to three- 
quarters of an inch from the tips 
of the branches that bloom. Some 
herbs require deeper cuting, how­ 
ever. 
Two and one-half inches is 
not too much on the summer sav­ 
ory. 
In bright sunny weather herbs 
need a glass of w'ater per plant 
every day, less than half that in 
cloudy weather. 
You'll learn bv 
feeling the soil to tell whether it is 
moist enough. 
If you have a porch on your 


apartment it will help to take your 
herb boxes outdoors occasionally. 
But don’t just leave them sitting on 
the outside window ledge over a 
sidewalk. 
There may be a law 
against it.

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RELIEF BILL 
IS READY FOR 
FINAL BALLOT 


Harrisburg, April 19 (AP).—The 
legislature moved today 
to 
pour 
more millions into Pennsylvania's 
all-but-empty relief treasury so that 
aid to the unemployed could con­ 
tinue without interruption. 
A bill ready for enactment by the 
©enate would give the Department 
of Public Assistance 
$9,000,000 to 
take care of the unemployed, the 
blind, the aged, and widowed moth­ 
ers through May 31. 
That is the 
start of another two-year fiscal pe­ 
riod, for which a new appropriation 
will have to be made. 
Another problem born of depres­ 
sio n —extra state help for financially- 
distressed 
school 
districts—was 
cleared up only partly and tempo­ 
rarily by the general assembly Tues­ 
day when the senate passed a mil­ 
lion dollar deficiency bill. 
The measure, turned over to Gov­ 
ernor James for his signature, would 
release the money for payment of 
long-overdue salaries 
of teachers, 
some of whom have quit work. The 
Department of Public Instruction 
expected to have the treasury' send 
out checks to the 300 districts within 
about 
ten 
days. 
Superintendent 
Lester K, Ade said $11,000,000 was 
needed. 
While the lawmakers were pro­ 
viding money for relief and teach­ 
ers, republican leaders concerned 
with an expected drop in several 
sources of revenue agreed with Gov­ 
ernor James that the emergency tax 
program should go through now, 
without assessing any new taxes. 
Rep. Edwin Winner (R-Montgom­ 
ery), chairman of the house ways 
and means committee, said tax re- j 
vision would go over for consider- 1 
at ion at a special session which he 
regarded as “highly likely*’ early- 
next year. 
In view of the commonwealth’s 
flnflnr.i«.i straits, members of the 
house 
appropriations 
committee 
feared a proposed advance in the 
start of the 
automobile 
licensing 
year from January I to April I in 
1940 would cost the state 15,000,000. 
A bill to make the change came up 
for a final vote m the house today. 
Fiery debate over a proposal to 
outlaw all fireworks except super­ 
vised public displays resulted in at 
least a day’s delay in the measure’s 
advance toward final action in the 
house. 
The bill was ready for a final vote 
Tuesday when Rep. Harry E. Trout 
(R-Lancaster) tried to 
have cap 
pistols exempted I rom the ban. His 
amendment was voted down, but the 
bill could not be passed finally be­ 
fore today. 
A public hearing is planned Tues­ 
day on a similar bill in the senate. 
Bills to require state regulation of 
photographers, chiropractors, real 
estate brokers and salesmen, and 
the natural healing arts were placed 
in readiness for final action in the 
house.

James a bill to regulate sale of 
sulfanilamide, as a safeguard to 
public health, and moved through 
its calendar.

WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 
ACT ALTERED AGAIN 
Philadelphia, April 19 (AP) — The 
structure of the Earle administra­ 
tion's workmen's compensation act 
— parts of which already had been 
declared 
invalid 
— 
was 
further 
altered today as a result of a sur­ 
prise state Supreme court decision 
holding two more sections unconsti­ 
tutional. 
The court threw out certain parts 
last month. 
In a decision handed 
down Monday, but which did not 
come to light until Tuesday, the 
tribunal supplemented its previous 
ruling by voiding sections on which 
counsel for a group of coal com­ 
panies had requested re-argument. 
One empowered the Department of 
Labor and Industry to assess all em­ 
ployes to pay for administration of 
the compensation laws. 
The other 
required employers or their insur­ 
ance companies to pay the state 
$1,500 for the death of each em­ 
ploye who leaves no dependents to 
collect his death benefits.

If you want to move ydur trees— 
or plant new ones to fit into the 
lawn 
arrangement — do 
it 
now. 
Spring is the best time for the job 
in most of the country. 
And with a little planning and 
transplanting you can get that in­ 
formal “just-happened” effect and 
at the same time make the trees 
serve several purposes. 
They can break the wind against 
winter gales and snows—and give 
that comfortable shady look in the 
summer. Framing your house, they 
give graceful architectural lines. 
But there are a lot of tricks to 
transplanting, whether your trees 
come from the nursery or merely 
are being moved from one place to 
another on the lawn. 
The season of the year is impor­ 
tant—and spring is the best time in 
the colder parts of the Central 
United States and as far south as 
Texas. In the East fall transplant­ 
ing is possible and on the West 
Coast autumn is preferred since it 
gives the roots a chance to build up 
before the dry spell. 
Leafy trees are usually moved be­ 
fore spring growth starts or after 
growth ripens in the fall. Evergreens 
can be moved in the spring starting 
just after the earliest leafy plants 
begin to come out and on until the 
latest plants are well started. 
An­ 
other recommended time comes in 
late summer or early fall when the 
rains 
begin and before freezing 
weather.

It’s a good idea to have the new 
spot picked and a hole dug. Then 
the tree can be plunked into posi­ 
tion without undue root exposure. 
There should be room enough to 
stretch the roots out and depth 
enough to allow two or three inches 
of rich soil. 
Experts advise that long roots on 
a tree which has grown on your lawn 
for several years should be cut off 
this spring if you plan transplant­ 
ing. That can be done by cutting a 
circle around it with a spade. This 
encourages growth of short feeder 
roots, which should be helped along 
during the summer with fertilizer 
and a mulch on top of the ground. 
Then the tree will be ready to trans­ 
plant late next fall or the following 
spring. 
Remember 
that 
transplanted 
trees 
need 
special 
care. 
Ever­ 
greens require a daily dose of water 
in dry climates, and the tops should 
be sprayed several times a day to 
reduce transpirations from the foli­ 
age. 
To 
water 
the 
roots, 
pour 
a 
little at the trunk, let it soak away, 
and pour on some more until it 
works down.

Washington, April Id (AP).—Or­ 
dered on temporary duty as an army 
officer. Col. Charles A 
Lindbergh 
began today a survey of American 
aviation research facilities to help 
make the nation’s warplanes the 
best in the world. 
Piloting an Army plane, he prob­ 
ably will visit the most important 
of about 30 aircraft research centers 
during the next two to four weeks. 
Afterward the famous aviator, who 
has been a reserve officer since 1925. 
will make a confidential report to 
Major General Henry H. Arnold, air 
corps chief. 
Secretary Woodring’s unexpected 
decision to have Lindbergh make 
the survey came just as the Army 
is starting to build up its air corps 
to 6,000 planes. 
Aviation experts 
recently told congressional commit­ 
tees th at Germany was building bet­ 
ter planes than the United States 
because of better research labora­ 
tories. 
The active military role is new 
for the trans-Atlantic flier, although 
in his capacity as a reserve officer 
and a member of the national ad­ 
visory committee for aeronautics he 
has supplied Information on aviation 
developments in Europe.

at a Texas training center.

SHIP IS BORNEO 


Le Havre, France, April 19 IAP) 
-The liner Paris, once the flagship 
cf the French merchant, fleet, sank 
in 36 feet of water today, burned 
through 
by

suspected was set by foreign sabo­ 
teurs.

widely separated parts of the ship.

Suddenly, with a great groan, the 
liner wrenched lease from her moor­ 
ings, turned en her side and sank 
slowly in the center of the port. 
They expressed

hulk 
would have to be broken up to clear 
the port and permit the liner Nor­ 
mandie, French line flagship, to be 
taken from drydock where she was 
undergoing a propeller change. 
The Paris, with a capacity of 3,240 
passengers, was unofficially valued 
a t $15,000,000.

New Hotel Eberhart With Apartment Section at Left 
COMPLETION of modern, spacious 
apartm ents and offices on the I 
North W ashington street .side of the 
Hotel Eberhart building (formerly 
the 
Eagle 
hotel), has been a n ­ 
nounced by the owner. George F. 
Eberhart. Construction of ten ap art­ 
m ents on the second and third floors 
of the building and seven well-ap­ 
pointed offices on the mam floor was 
started in July, 1938. 
In conjunc­

refrigerators. 
Each room in the apartm ents con­ 
tains approximately eight electrical 
socket connections, provision for gas 
and 
telephone 
connections. 
The ] 
Crane-equipped bathroom s are mod­ 
ern in every respect. 
Meets AII Standards 
Fire and safety standards have 
been strictly compiled with in the 
erection of the new stairways, smoke 
screens, and the three fire escapes 
with which the apartm ents are con­ 
nected. 
The basement of the hotel has 
undergone a complete change. The 
boiler room has been moved to the 
center of the building and is en­ 
closed by fireproof doors and walls. 
A new boiler and water heater have 
been installed 
The furnace is sclf- 
feeding, and self-operating supply­ 
ing constant heat. 
A laundry room 
for the use of tile tenants replaces 
an old storage room 
Tub . with 
connections for draining and filling, 
have been placed in the all-concrete 
room 
The basement also contains 
ten .storage rooms for the use of tile 
tenants. 
On the first floor of the building 
the hotel kitchen has been replaced 
in part by an enclosed fire escape 
and by a meter room containing all 
the meters, wires and switches nec­ 
essary to supply electrical service to 
the large establishm ent.

These offices, seven in all. together 
with a comfortable lounge for the 
women employes, were ready for oc­ 
cupation the first of the year. The 
area covered by these offices us ap­ 
proximately 2.300 square feet. and 
consists of a large clerical room, pri­ 
vate offices for Col J. L Barton, ex­ 
ecutive director of the public assist­ 
ance board and Mrs. Rosalie Raf- 
fensperger, county supervisor, pri­ 
vate consultation rooms and a w ait­ 
ing room. 
All of the offices are 
spacious and can boast of the latest 
in decoration, lighting and conveni­ 
ences. The entire suite has been so 
constructed that it can readily he 
converted into three apartm ents, of 
the same size and- style as those on 
the lipper floors.

Busy Season Ahead 


I. H Crouse and sons, Littlestown, 
general contractors for the rebuild­ 
ing of Hotel Eberhart, report in­ 
dications for a busy season in the 
building trades is “very bright”—in 
fact the season is already off to a 
fast start with work mounting so 
rapidly that extensive repairs open­ 
ed in the Crouse establishment on 
Lombard street in Littlestown have 
been held up temporarily. 
Last year the contractors enlarged 
their warehouse by a good-sized ad­ 
dition and scheduled for this year 
the re-modeling of one section of 
their plant into display rooms, of­ 
fice and store space fronting on Lom­ 
bard street. 
But contracting work 
in Gettysburg, Littlestown, Hanover 
and at a half dozen other points in 
this section have made such de­ 
mands on the firm that their own 
improvements are lagging and wait­ 
ing for a breathing spell in the 
other work for completion. 
Hotel Eberhart is the largest job 
handled by the Littlestown con­ 
tractors during 1938 and up to the 
present in 1939. 
Well into one of the busiest sea- 
soas in their 13 years of contract­ 
ing, the firm has a contract with 
the Hanover Ice company for ice 
refrigeration and storage plant con­ 
struction in Hanover. A number of 
new cabins are being erected at 
two 
Gettysburg 
tourist 
camps— 
Daley’s on the Lincolyway West and 
Waybright’s on Steinwehr avenue 
extended. A new home is being 
built for Mr. and Mrs. John D. 
Lippy, Jr., on Seminary avenue, 
another is being erected along Tan­ 
eytown road for Howard Waybright 
and the Crouse firm is building 
another home at New Chester, 
The J. Floyd Slaybaugh apart­ 
ments on East Middle street are to 
have a third floor added this sum­ 
mer and addition to the home of 
the Misses Sarah and Mary Ham­ 
mel, Carlisle street, is being finished 
now. Work was started there about 
six weeks ago. 
Besides the work already con­ 
tracted for, the Littlestown firm 
has many other jobs under con­ 
sideration with plans being pre­ 
pared for the approval of prospec­ 
tive builders. 


In the Past- 
Porters Met Trains 
To Greet Guests 


A CUSTOM of the days before 
* * the automobile came Into 
general usage is recalled by a 
card in the possession of George 
Eberhart, owner of Hotel Eber­ 
hart (formerly the Eagle hotel). 
The card lists John L. Tate, 
grandfather of Charles Tate, as 
owner and tells of the hotel 
having “bus service to and from 
trains.” 
In the old days the hotel sent 
its bus to meet every train. Two 
porters went with the bus. The 
duty of the porters, beyond 
helping the visitors in and out 
of the bus and taking care of the 
luggage, was to stand along the 
platform of the railroad station 
and call 
out, “Eagle Hotel,” 
“Come to the Eagle,” as the pas­ 
sengers alighted. 


Every other hotel in town had 
its porters doing the same work, 
and the men worked up bitter 
rivalries as they attempted to 
outshout each other and to see 
that the majority of the visitors 
entered their bus. 


Hotel Had 1st 
Cold Storage 
Plant in Town 


He purchased the Keystone hotel, a 
two and one-half story structure, 
when he first came to Gettysburg 
55 years ago, raising it to four stories 
and changing the name to the City 
hotel. This hotel is now the James 
Gettys hotel. 
At that time this building stood 
'T'HE Eagle hotel mow the Hotel out far above the two and two and 
* Eberhart) 
has 
seen 
many 
changes in the ninety years of its 
existence. 
When it was first built it was a 
small square building of the old tav­ 
ern type still seen in this section. 
Until 1894 it remained a two-story 
structure with but few additions. 
Fire destroyed the old Eagle in that 
year. Within a few months the late 
William T. Ziegler bought the prop­ 
erty and built a 45-room hostelry 
on the same site and continued the 
name. Two years later Zeigler sold 
the property to the late Frank Eber­ 
hart who added another small wing 
within a few years. 
As time went 
on Eberhart continued to add rooms 
and wings to the building until in 
1908 it contained 165 rooms. 
This 
number of rooms remained until the 
present alterations began last July. 
Several facts of local interest are 
recalled in regard to achievements 
of the late Frank Eberhart, father 
of the present owner of the Hotel 
Eberhart. He installed in the Eagle 
hotel the first cold storage plant 
and the first hydraulic elevator in 
Gettysburg. This hydraulic elevator 
was replaced in 1930 by an electric 
elevator. Frank Eberhart also built 


cne-half story buildings that previ­ 
ously had been the town’s skyscrap­ 
ers. 
It was the tallest building in 
the county and the day on which it 
was completed was practically a 
holiday for the Adams countains as 
they came to Gettysburg to view 
“Eberhart’s folly” as some termed 
it.

Eberhart, First Garageman 
In Gettysburg, Recalls 
Many Early Hardships 


J R V r S M M S i f i o i . the Past-A View 
(formerly the Eagle hotel) and the 
Eberhart apartments, lias been re­ 
sponsible in great measure for the 
development and progress of pres­ 
ent day Gettysburg. 
As the owner 
of Gettysburg's first automobile in 
1902. Mr. Eberhart visualized the 
great future of the automobile and 
as early us April. 1906, started a 
small garage in a 20 by 35 frame 
building formerly used as a carriage 
and blacksmith shop. 
He operated 
it under the name of the Gettysburg 
Motor Car company. 
He .started 
with no capital whatever and paid 
$10 a month rental to Frank Hart­ 
man. For the first two months Mr. 
Eberhart averaged one car a week 
for storage, his principal activity 
bumf in the repair field. 
In those 
days automobiles could not be used 
in the winier months, and during 
that first winter the shop was closed. 
With Ute opening of the next sea­ 
son Mr. Eberhart borrowed enough 
money to finance a building de­ 
signed to suit his needs. 
He pur­ 
chased from John Kimple, Cham­ 
bersburg street, the property he had 
rented the previous year, and sold 
the building to Charles Mumper. 
Mr. Mumper transported 
the old 
carriage shop in sections to its pres­ 
ent location on North Washington 
street, where it Is still used us a por­ 
tion of his furniture storage estab­ 
lishment. 
Added Line of Accessories 
The new building erected on South 
Washingston street was 42 by 75, 
built of brick and liad space suffi­ 
cient to accommodate 30 cars. This 
was the first real garage in Gettys­ 
burg 
At that time Mr. Eberhart 
took on a line of automobile acces­ 
sories, and instead of locking his 
doors the next winter, he put down 
hardwood floors and used the garage 
during the winter as a roller skat­ 
ing rink. 
As the county’s pioneer garage 
man. Mr. Eberhart relates many in­ 
cidents of the hardships of these 
early days. 
To sell five gallons of 
gasoline entailed almost unbeliev­ 
able effort. 
In those days gasoline 
was shipped by freight in wooden 
barrels of 52-gallon capacity from I 
York 
Upon arrival the gasoline was 
siphoned 
into 
a 
60-ga lion metal 
drum 
When the motorist arrived 
for five gallons of gasoline for his 
one-cyhnrier touring car, the gaso­ 
line was transferred from tile metal ! 
drum into a container of smallei 
capacity from which the fuel was 
poured 
through 
a 
funnel and j 
chamois into the tank ol the car. 


Built Large Garage 
In 1915 Mr Eberhart again real- j 
ized the need of larger quarters, and 
Gettysburg s 
finest 
garage 
and 
apartment house, on the corner ol 
Chambersburg 
and 
Washington 
.streets resulted. 
Tin* property was 
purchased from the Cobean estate 
in August, and in September of the 
following yeai the three-story struc­ 
ture was completed. 
The Eberhart 
garage, as ll was culled, stands to­ 
day as a monument to the foresight 
of lls owner. 
At the time of its 
erection he anticipated the phenom

Hotel Formed 
During 1856,

UCH early Adams county history 
can be found in the records 
the 
Hotel 
Eberhart, 
the 
former 
Eagle hotel. 
Records kept at the hotel date 
back to 1856. 
Of interest to local 
historians Is the fact that George 
Throne, who played such a large 
part 
in 
the development of the 
county, was one of the stockholders 
in the company owning the hotel at 
that. time. Thaddeus Stevens, lamed 
Adams politician and lawyer, was 
another stockholder at one time. 
The first entry in the oldest rec­ 
ord book of the establishment is 
of interest. Dated October 27, 1856, 
the entry records that "a meeting 
of the stockholders of the Tavern 
Stand lately owned by Mrs. Gres- 
waid, was held at tile house. Pres­ 
ent: 
Andrew Heintzleman, George 
Throne, 
John 
Musselman, 
Wm. 
Gulp, S. Cobean, H. D. Sweney, S. 
Kendlehart, J L. Tate. John Mick­ 
e y and E. G. Fahnestock. 
An elec­ 
tion was held for officers to serve 
until 1st April 1858 which resulted in 
the choice of A. 
Heintzleman 
us 
president, and E. G. Fahnestock as 
secretary-treasurer.” 
“Improvements” Voted 
Sweney, Throne and Cobean were 
named as members of the executive 
committee at the time, their duties 


were to consist of renting; the place, 
repairing and Improving it, Shively 
and Tate Wished to rent the hotel 
at that date, offering $350 a yea) 
for it. 
But the idea was shelved. 
The committee also was asked to in­ 
vestigate the cost of improvements,1 
then “it was decided on motion to I 
improve, as soon as 3 or 4 more 
shares of stock are taken.” 
Tile extra shares of stock must 
have been sold shortly afterward, I 
for on January 23 the com m ittee; 
accepted John Werner’s bid of $1,845 
for the contract to improve th e 1 
building. 
Interesting Is the fact J 
that the high bid on the contract 
Was $2,865. 
Shares in the stock were con­ 
stantly increased. 
At first the par 
value of a share was $350. then it 
was increased to $400. 
The owners 
at that time estimated the building 
as being worth $6,000 and they were 
resolved that if anyone would offer 
them $7,000 or better they would 
sell. 
Thaddeus 
Stevens 
must 
have 
bought his share in the stock of the 
Eagle hotel between 1859 and 1802. 
His name is not mentioned, nor Is 
the hotel called the Eagle hotel un­ 
til the latter year. 
At that time a 
list of dividends on the stock of the 
Eagle hotel was inscribed in the 
record book.
